His property, amounting to many 
milllons of dollars, bo loft to a fow personal friends, Tig 
immenee poreessions on the Roanoke River comprise 
tho richost lands in the country, At the outbreak of 
tho Rebclilon he told his slaves, nambering nearly a 
thonsand, that the war would make them free, and that 
thoy oould rematn with bim or go whero they pleased. 
Ho was 0 porsonal friend of Henry Clay, whoso in- 
dobtedness, which amounted to over $30,000, Mr, Joho- 
son {s eafd to bavo canceléd without Mr. Clay's knowl- 
edge, who Was noyor able to ascertain who his beno- 
factor was. 

It is said in Philadelphia that the distribution 
of tbo 7-90 loan in every town, city and village in the 
Middle, Eastern ond Western States bas drawn ont 
from the pockets and accret hoards of tho people at tho 
lowest calowation @100,000,000 in National Bank and 
United States notes; tbat these notes of course have

Oar lato Legislaturo passed an important and 
Wholesome act ‘to ascertain by propor proofs 
tho citizens who shall be entitled to tho Right 
of Suflrogo," which Gov, Fonton, aflor 
taking time for careful scrutiny and oonsidlera- 
tion, signed on tho 13th, This act affects 
only tho Registration and Elections in cities 
and incorporated villagos, becanse the residents 
In tho raral districts aro so widely known to 
each other that Illegal Voting is thoro difficult 
and infrequent. In cities and largo villages, 
howover, it is otherwise: hundreds appearing at 
their polls who are utterly unknown to the 
ohallengors of the party opposed to thom, With 
Fegard to those, the new act provides: 

1. Four Inspeotora of Rogistry and of Elec- 
tions and two Canvassers are to be appointed 
for each Election District in this City by the 


Police Commissioners, and in Brooklyn by af 


two-thirds voto of the Boards of Supervisors, 
%2. No poll is to be held in a rum-hole, or 
pleco which has boon used as such within the 
preceding sixty days. 

3, Registration ia to bo made muchas at 
present, save that there is to be a perfectly mero 
registration annually in this City and Brooklyn, 
and that the Boards of Registry in every city 
shall remain in gession on tho days of registra- 
tion from 8 A.M. to9P. ar. Adopted citizens 
offering to register must show their Naturaliza- 
tion papors or show cause for not producing 
them. A voter alroady registered in ono 
district must seo that his name is stricken off of 
tho rogister of that district boforo it can be en- 
tored upon another, In yoting, tho namo of 
each voter is to be checked on the rogister as he

THE SOUTHERN URCHES,

Together, 
these three classes embrace nearly every re- 
ligious denomination of the United States, with 
the exception of the Roman Catholics, whose 
Dishops—with a fow honorable exceptions— 
hare beon silent on the Slavery question, and 
of whose papers at least one-half have been in 
open aympatby with the Slaveholders and their 
Rebellion. 

Tho annual Assemblies of the Chorchos have 
therefore reason this year to rejoice at the oyer- 
throw of the Rebellion and of Slavery, and at 
the part which they hare taken in the good work. 
Instead of the Loyalty and Slavery questions, 
which for four years havo occupied in their de- 
liberations so prominent a place, they will bave 
now, like the nation at large, to occupy them- 
elves with the reconstruction of the South, 

The subject is one of tho profoundest in- 
terest for every American Church. Anti-Slavery 
Christians must feel a burning desire to give wo 
the people of the South a religion which will not, 
by its silence or by an open complicity, en: 
courage tho selling of buman beings, the disre- 
gard of the parental and marital relations, the 
Prohibition of education and instruction, tho in- 
decenoies of the slave-mart, and so many other 
abominations connected with Slavery. Chris- 


_ tian patriots will rejoice at an opportunity to 


aid in reconstrocting the Union on a more eub- 
Stantial and more durable basis than it ever 
ested on before, and in thus strengthening the 
Power and the influence of that conntry which 
fs, ot the present timo, the banner-bearcr among 
tho nations of civil and religious liberty. In 
Working for these onds, the members of cach 
denomination have the just and natural satisfac- 
Sion of extending their own denominational 
territory to tho utmost limits of tho United 


jae if 

‘We, thereforo, expect that most of the re 
jligious assemblies which will meet in the course 
‘of the present year will occupy themselves, in 
\Bome shape or other, with tho Reconetrnotion 
Question. Some have indulged the hope that 
fhe distinctive church organizations of tho South 
ppay renounce their separate organization avd re- 
joarn in a body to the communion of their broth- 
en In the Northern States. In some instances, 
thia may possibly be effected. The Protestant 
Wpiwoopal Church, for instance, has never 
fronbled itself much about the Slayery question, 
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and the Southern bishops and diocoses, in organ- 
izing Protestant Episcopal Churoh of the Con- 
fedorato States, exprossly declared that, but for 
the political separation of their States 
from those of tho North, they would not 
have thonght of  ecelesiastical disunion. 
Of tho Lutherans in the Secedod States, at lenst 
one-half, and especially those who woro natives 
of Germany, have noyor joined the Lutheran 
Church of the Confederate States, which, con- 
sisting only of tho Synods of Virginia, North 
and South Carolina, will hardly long survive 
tho Rebellion. But tho animosity of the 
Southorn Methodists, Baptists and Prosbyterians, 
against their brethren in tho North, will not be 
overeoino go eagerly, Thoro aro some, again, as 
the Southorn Methodist Bishop Sonlé of Ton- 
hessee, who have oxprossed the opinion that, on 
the part of the South, no great opposition would 
bo made to an eoclosiastical reunion; but many 
more, it is to be prosumed, will agroo with The 
North Carolina Presbyterian, which in a lato 
number thus expressed itself on the subject: 


“Wo cannot be tao thankful that, In the providence 
of God, wo nro eopsrated trom ‘them. Better, fir 
botter, would it be for our futnre apiriimsl welfare to bn 

tod by their civil powor, if aa be that wo 

os distinot in mutters of faith and vhoreh 

lina ever to strike linode with thom again 
commen ecclesisstioul uasuclation,” 


It may, however, bo that tho wonderful 
change in Southern opinion, which is already 
manifostiug itself in Suuthern politics, will be 
equally efficient as regards the Southorn 
Churches, We already learn from Nortborn 
clergymen who bayo recently visited, towns of 
the Suutborn Confederacy, that a longer intor- 
course with Northorners dicpolled tho calumnics 
which bad been heaped npon Northern Churchos, 
and that the opposition to a reunion’ began to 
decline, East Tennessoo bas just organized au 
annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and will bo fally represonted in the 
New-School and tho Cumborland Presbyterian 
General Assoublios, Othor Rebol States will 
svon follow this oXample; and, if the pro-Slayery 
churebes should persist in endeavoring to keep 
up 8 separate organization, they will soon seo 
the establishment of Loyal Churches at all the 
important places of the South,

THE MONUMENT, 

The memory of the late, Prosident will be 
kept green in the hearts of our children, and his 
name is recorded for all time in the annals of 
these distracted years. His best monument 
will bg the Unidn, not so much restored as re- 
generated—tho Union froed very much by his 
wisdom from the constant poril of a domestic 
institution morally hideous and politically ab- 
surd. But the people demand somo ma- 
terial momento of their martyred’ Prosi- 
dent—soma structure worthy of tho man 
and of hig pure and great fame, We ask por- 
mission to suggest that this should’ be a woll 
considered tribute, and to remind all con- 
cerned that a clumsy, awkward and unmean- 
ing statue is a chronic mortification from 
the sbame of which, when once incurred, 
it is impossible to escape. Now, if ever, 
we should shake off the conventional 
trammels of petrified art, and resolve to have 
nothing to do with togas, with horses upon two 
legs, with Roman Senators, with stone Jupiters 
baudling stone thunderbolts, with poor copies 
of Trajau’s column, with, mythological, models 
which meant something in the days of Pericles, 
Lecanso they were fresh, honest, and spontanc- 
ous embodiments of the popalar belief, but which 
mean nothing now bocanse the world hay out- 
lived the whole of Lempriero's Classical Dic- 
tionary, Jf wo must havo a statue, the neces- 
sity of which we can by no means perceive, let 
it give us simply honest portraiture, and bo 
marked by rigid fidelity to the dross of the pe- 
riod. Everybody will admit=that a modem 
statue in a cocked hat, peruko, loug waistcoat, 
and knee-breeches would be shamefally ridicu- 
lous; but everybody is expooted to be charmed 
when the artist gives us 8 Roman toga or a 
Grecian skirt. 

We believe the plain, honoat, simple-minded 
man who has gone to his account, should have 
4 monument expressive of his . practical 
obaracter. Mr, Lincoln may not. baye bad 
an artistic nature, but fortunately for us-he had 
something better—a clear, uncompromising 
common-sense, which la at the bottom of all 
genuine statesinanship. If ,wo hayo for- 
tunately implified the issues of this 
Rebellion, and in bringing it to o conclusion 
have rid ourselves of its pestilent cause, we 
owe this excellent condition of affairs to the 
logical persistence with which Mr, Lincoln, 
sworving weither to the right or tho left, 


marched traight on to Emancipation a3 
the precious secret of adjustment. It 
is ourious now to roflect in what a 


foorfal maze the mind of the nation wandered 
end with what indifforence the President 
pushed aside the proffered eophistries of ingon- 
ious reconstructionists who palavercd of resto- 
ration purée and simple with the inevitable 
catastrophe of another insurrection in loss than 
balf e century. Tho monument of our great 
reformer should be some institution typical 
of his faith in human progress, or at least stig- 
gestivo of the comprehensive benevolence of his 
great heart. Wo should not fear the most 
utilitarian selection, Why not build a College 
for the eduostion of boys who have been mado 
orphans by tho war, and give to it forever the 


honored name of Lincolnt Why not 
endow @ retreat for’ those who, in tho 
contest for freedom, havo been perma- 


nently disabled? Tho buildings would un- 
questionably be very ugly—we should have 
small hopes upon tbat score—but their lofty 
purpose would give them a beauty which no 
architectural eccentricities could wholly ob- 
soure, Such sclool or horpital would be a 
monument, and something more, Throngh its 
ministry tho honored dead would still carry on 
tho lofty work of increasing tho happincss of 
the race, and around it would gather countless 
hallowed associations and ennobling memories, 
Ho mast be the yiotim of @ positive mania for 
marble who does not sce how much finer this 
would bo than any graven image, or mtaning- 
Jess beap of stones and mortar, or literal repro- 


dnotion of Pompoy's Pillar, or Cleopatra's 


Needle, or the Parthenon, or tho Colisoum, or 
what you will, 


Wo rofer again {o this topic, for we havo 


grave approbonaions that bofors common senso ' doubled and often quadrapled in size, and whou| thoie complicity in tho Rebolli 


shell havo s chance to assort itself somebody 
will mako a contract and inflict upon us a piece 
of folly and protonsion from which thoro will be 
no escapo for tho nation through all time. We 
think Congress can bo safely intrusted with the 
execution of our plan, but wo haye no such 
confidence in its lapidary wisdom. Wo bayo 
already done our bost to make our great mon 
ridiculous, Thoro is a sandstene Washington 
in the City Hall Park which is. quito a miracle 
of imbecility—it scems unwoll itself, and it 
makes oyerybody anwell who looks at it. 
There is a brass Franklin in Boston which is 
entitled to respect becauso it is rational and 
trothful in costume, bat which otberwiso is not 
worthy of Praxiteles. Tho oxcellonce of the 
great statuo of Washington by Greenough has 
been disputed, but this is not the place in which 
to discuss its merits. Tho history of the United 
Statos for the last five years will be a golomn 
and important record; and yro con ill bear the 
thought that ho who will be tho contral figuro 
of this oarnest drama should be publicly com- 
momorated in o way unworthy of tho simple 
dignity of his charactor.

OUR COUNTY PRISONS. 

Rather moro than one-half tho Twontioth 
Annual Report of the Execntive Committco of 
tle Prison Association of New-York is doyoted 
to County Prisons, That subject is thoroin ao 
comprehensively aud minutely — discussed 


that tho Legislature to which it was 
submitted Inst February might have 
found in its facts and —_ suggestions 


abundant oconpation for any portion of its 
time upon which the lobby had not a paramonnt 
claim. Whether anything was done in the way 
of passing laws to remedy tho ovils horein de- 
scribed, we know not, it ia certain that 
nothing less than a aweoping reform auch as bis 
not yot boon attempted will ayail to root out the 
maladica inherent in the system on which our 
county prisons have long been managed. 

Passing by for the prosent all minor evils we 
come atonce to what seoms to us the worst 
fault in these Jails, and that is the association 
of prisoners, Tho public has heard somethiug 
ofthis before, but we doubt whether tho objec- 
tions to the system have eyor been more 
forcibly stated than in this report, and the fact 
that they still need to be presented is lamonta- 
blo evidence how little progress past, effurts 
toward reform have made. ‘In the associn- 
tion of prisoners in our common jails,” say the 
Committee, ‘in the promiscuous intercourse of 
all classes, all'ages, and to a certain extent, we 
aro sorry to add, of both sexes, we have the 
grand evil, the yery Pandora’s box of the\sys- 
tem; the fountain head of pernicious influences, 
not simply to the inmates themselves, but to the 
whole comunity ss well, in tho midst of which 
the jail happensto be situated.” The indolent el- 
fisbness which fancies itsolf screened by its own 
indifference, from the influence of those cyils 
which it will not endeayor to reform may take 
heed to this latter clause. Tho report éstab- 
lishes by facts and statistics that vice radiates 
from tbose jails, that the most corrupt place in 
the county is tho county town, and the next 
most corrupt are those towns which lie.neareat 
to the county seat, The Committee say: 

“If ou fnstitution should be established in every 
couuty of the Stuto with the Inseription over the door, 
“Vico and erlmo tanght kere, wnd the processes within 
corresponded to tle annonncowent without, this Com- 
muttco ia iupressed with the conviction that the work 
Of manufacturing eriwinals oonld scarcely be moro cf- 
fectaully dune thao it is by oar Jail ryetom, a8 at present 
organized and managed, 

‘And the primary aud continuing cause of this 
pernicious influence is the principle of associa- 
tion, which corrupts first thoso within the jail 
and then extendas its poison through the com- 
munity with which those liberated from tho 
Jail sro necessarily brought in contact, The 
Committee proceed to say: 


“Thero is ecnrooly n Jail In the State In which any 
classification’ of prisoners is attempted, or, under ox- 
{sting orvangomente, cau ba attempted as required by 
law, The {nnocont person, without any taint of eailt, 
Who baa ‘oerely had the misfurtunie to be the witness of u 
crime, and is detiined to give teatitaony in the case; 
the young buy ur gir) who ino moment of thoughtlcas- 
ness hoa violated soe corporativn ordinance; the an- 
Irled person and the coudemned criminal hardoued fa 
Inigalty, are all locked ‘up togethor, without emplor- 
mont, Without books, without industria! or intellectual 
resources of iy kind. What oun thoy do, what will 
they do, but converse to-ethert" 


From this conversation, this unchécked in- 
tercourse between prisonors of overy grade in 
crime results the demoralization of o prison Jife 
—its deadly cffect on thoso who entered a Jail 
innocent or easily reclaimable from the osreer 
of vice in which they had taken only the first 
step, but who leave it tho victims and the 
faturo accomplices of the most inveterate 
criminals. It is a characteristic of the latter 
tbat they delight to drag the innocent down to 
their own level. They eagerly communicate 
the secrets of their profession, the tricks of the 
pickpocket, the arts of the burglar, the intrigues 
of the prostitute, And so the mereat boys and 
girls who hayo-gone to jail for o trivial offense 
leayo it adepts in the science of oriminality, 


“The Committes conversed on this eubject with nom- 
bers of officers, all of whom gave it ax thelr oplniub 
thot (he prowisououa association of prisonora was 10 t 
higbost doxree corrupting, aud tended directly a: 
atrongly to tho increne of crime. ‘The keeper of 
one of the most papulous Jails in the state, an, In- 
tolligent and kind-hearted” vontloman, informed us 
thot he hnd closely watched the operation of this unre- 
atrlcted intercourse and Wag couvineed that Its influence 
‘Was evil, und ovly evil, continnally. He had known, be 
suid, nut u fow fnstances in which young. poreond com 
furetively tenocent beforo ‘thelr Imprisoument, bud 

n eeduced, corrupted ond led tuto a course of 
open crime through tho Inilaeueo of Jail assvoie- 
tn. There were in Juil ot tho time of onr visit two 
Joung girls. alatérs, of the exes soverally of soventeen 
and ninetoen, who ‘camo tuto the prison modest and 
cbaste to all appearance. In a very few days, how: 
ever, they beoame Wholly changed in their deweanor, 
and the chances wore a hundred to ono tbat on tlielt 
dieohargo they would betake themselves to evil 
courses,” , 


Many instances are given'in this report, but 
does it require instances to convince men of 
what their own judgment snd knowledgo of 
human nature tella them must be trae? We 
know what must be tho effect of mixing the 
pare and tho corrupt together. Would any of 
us expose his own child to such influences? 
Yot this is the system which the community 
impozes on every child whom accident, or mis- 
fortune, or 8 single act of crime sends to a 
county ‘Jail. It is nothing to say the law doce 
not contemplate {t, becouse, os this report 
shows, the construction of the prisons makes the 
association of the prisonors a necessity. 

What is the remedy? It does not lie in 
“‘olaasification’? which the law. already ro- 
qnires—to no purpose. To oarry such o sys- 


tem into effect, the jolla would have to bo 


that was dono tho root of tho oyil would not bo 
touched. ‘Whatever classification may bo 
adopted,” sayé o distinguishod authority, 
Mr, Edward Livingston, “it will bo 
found that eyery association of convicts 
that can bo formed will in 6 greater or less de- 
greo pervert, but will never reform, those of| 
whom it is composed; and we are brought to 
the irresistible conclusion that, classification 
once admitted to bo useful, it is so in an inverse 
proportion to tho numbors of which each class 
is composed; and it is not porfect until we 
come to the point at which it loses its name in 
tho complote separation of individuals, 


We aro brought logicafly and inevitably, thero- 
fore, tothe conolusion that individual imprison- 
ment,and that alono, is the corrective forjthe pres- 
entsyatem; and by individual imprisonment we 
moan ‘the separate confinement in o coll ap- 
propriated exclusively to himself, ot each por- 
son committed to our common jails. Nor ia 
this o now or untricd theory, In this country 
it has long beon advocated. In England, scom- 
mnitteo of the House of Lords on Prison Disei- 
plive, recently declared, ‘‘ They (the committoc) 
consider that tho system generally knownas tho 
Reparate system must now be accepted as the 
[foundation of prison discipline, and that its rigid 
nyaiutununce ia a vital principlo to the efficiency. 
ofcounty or borough jails.” In other than 
county jails such aeystem, in forms moro or 
loss complote, bas beon tried repeatedly and 
with tho most marked improvement in the char- 
acter of the prisonera. Wo aro nware of no 
reason Which ought to bindor its immediate and 
general adoption and enforcement by law in all 
our prisons, It would inivolye expenso in the 
beginning, no doubt, but it would pay for itself’ 
over andoyer ogain in tho lessening of orime 
aud ofthat loss which crimo causa in ovory 
community, b ° 


JACOB TMOMPSON. 

We privt herewith o letter from Jacon 
Tuomrsox, Mr. Buchsnan's Secretary of the 
Interior, since au active Confederate and agont 
in Canada of Jefferson Davis, in solf-vindication 
from charges of complicity in tho Godard Bailey 
fraud aud in President Lincoln's assassination. 
In so far as his statements aro personal and de- 
fensive, thoy scom to reqtire no remark. We 
think the remarks affecting President Johuson 
aro in yory bad taste; but we did not choose to 
suppress thom; though authorised todo so. We 
prefur that Mr. Thompson should be judged by 
what be chose to write rather than by what we 
might sce fit to print, 

All this, however, is trivial in comparison 
with tbat monstrous doctrine of ‘State Sover- 
gignty." whereon Mr. Thompson bases and justi- 
Ges what ho terms Secession and we stigmatize 
a3 most unjustifiable Rebellion. It is thia which 
ives to his lotter a goneral and pormanent in- 
terest, and for which we commend it to careful 
stndy ond consideration, Lot us ponder it; 


Whether the famous Kentucky and Virginia 
Icgislative resolves of '98 and ‘99 do indeed 
justify a Stato in resisting the laws and logal 
authorities of the Union, we need not discuss, 
since thoso resolyes aro not aud never wore 
accepted as authority by us. On the contrary, 
deeming them vnsound In assumption, wrong, 
in principle, and miscbieyous in their natural’ 
tendencies, wo utterly repudiate them, and of} 
course do not care whether they do or do n, 
justify Secession. But when Mr. Thomps 
assorts that three States, in ratifying the Fed- 
eral Constitution, reserved the right to with- 
draw from the Union at disoretion, ho compels 
us todemand his authority for the avorment. 
We deny it most unqualifiedly. That tho 
Virginia Convontion affirmed the right of the 
People to modify or revise their political'institu- 
lions, wo know; that thoy claimed this right 
for a fourth or an eighth of tho entiro ‘' Poople 
of the United States," who were expressly pro- 
claimed the authors of tho Constitution in its 
preamble, wo deny, Such a claim would not 
be republican or democratic, but anti-popular 
and anarchical, and would transmute into a 
broad farce tho strenuous resistance of Patrick 
Henry, Sam. Adams, &o., to the adoption of| 
the instrument. Why should a State hesitate 
to ratify what she might at any moment thore- 
after ropudiate? 

Let us take Mr, Thompson's own caso to il- 
lustrate tho monstrosity of his doctrine: 


Jacob Thompson was first known to the coun- 
try as. Representative in Congress, rotiring after 
eight years! service. He was called frour private 
lifoto a seatin Mr, Bucbanan's Cabinot, of which 
he wasa momnber till his resignation in De- 
comber, 1860, (Ho will not, wo think, deny 
that be was an active and zealous promoter of| 
the conspiracy for disunion before he resigned; 
and before Mississippi receded; but wo will not 
press this point.) And be holds, if we can un- 
derstand his letter, that all his repeated oaths of 
fidelity to the Fedoral Constitution and Goy- 
ernment were taken subject to tho condition 
that Mississippi should not eee fit to secode from 
the Union—that, ifat any timo sho should so- 
cede, no matter whether with or without reason, 
ho should bo not merely at liberty but under ob- 
ligation to stand with her against the Union, 
and to fight with her to destroy the Union. 
This, if we comprohend Mr, T., was an implicd 
condition of his oath of allegianco—an undor- 
atood part of it, 

Now we hold this doctrine worse and more 
irrational than Slavory, its source; worse than 
the Rebollion, their natural child. A country 
which may at any time bo torn in pieces by the 
more freak of a fiftioth part of its people, we 
pray never to be doomed to inhabit. It would 
bo Anarchy made chronio—provision by law for 
National suicide. Nay: worse than guicide; 
inasmuch as is the right of a man's too or 
finger to terminate his existence at pleasure. 
But that Mississippi, a child of the Union, aud 
which never for a moment bad an indopendent 
oxistence, with Toxas, which camo in at a heavy 
cost, and whose independent Debt the Union 
was finally constrained to pay, should claim 
such a right to divide and destroy the Nation, 
puts tho absurdity in a still moro glariug light, 
rendering its practical misohiofs still more

LOUIS NAPOLEON IN AFRICA. |, 

Ono of the ohief feataros of tho foreign policy 
of Louis Napoleon bas beon bis ostentatious 
patronago of the nationality principle. Reticent 
and equivocal as ho has generally been ou great 
Political questions, he hag dared in this question 
to put himself openly on record. He alleged 
his regard fur the inalienable rights of oppressed 
nationalities as tho reason for his support of the 


sympathy with the Poles in thoir insurrection 
against Russian rulo, for his rofusal to iudorse 
tho claim of Devmark to the possession of| 
Schleswig and Holstein, and for hia proposal of 
@ European Congross to satisfy, in general, the 
Just aspirations of oppressed nations. On all 
of those questions, tho minjority of the leaders 
of the progressive party were in full sympathy 
with tho sentiments uttered by Napolevn. 

But, in spite of these and other liberal pro- 
feasions, the Progressive Party of Europe novor 
placed any confidence in Napoleon. ‘They re- 
garded his whole home policy as that of an 
astute tyrant, and his expedition to Mexico for 
the overtbrow of tho Mexican Republic as the 
mort glaring contradiction of all his liberal pro 
foasions on the nationality question. 

Tho Emperor has just given o new proof of| 
cither the grentest inconsistonoy, or of glaring 
dishonesty, by two proclamations which be has 
izsued, whilo on a visit to Algeria, to the peo- 
ple of tbat conntry, {t is now thirty-five years 
that France hos held, against tho often-cx- 
pressed wish of the inhabitants, this portion of 
Northern Africa. She holds it by only the samo 
law by whioh Austria claimed o right to Lom- 
bardy, Russia to Poland, and Donmark to the 
Gorman Duohies, If Napoleon had been in 
earvest in his professions about the nationality 
principle, could he hayo been deaf to the claims 
of the Arabs, whilo he recognized those 
of European nations who wero in oxnotly 
the same condition! Bnt he not only 
treated tho effort by Mahomedans of Africa 
for recovering their national independence as 
an entirely unjustifiable rebellion, but in 
his proclamations issued at the beginning 
ofthe present month, he added inanlt to oo- 
ercion. In tho first proclamation addressed to 
the European inhabitants he unblushingly 
asserts: ‘ We must be the masters, because we are 
tho more civilized.” And to tho Arnbs ho says, in 
hia eecond proclamation: ‘Tell your mistalron 
brotbren that 2,000,000 of Arabs cannot resist 
40,000,000 Frenchmen.” It must be said to the 
credit of tho Anstriana, the Russians and the 
Danes, tbat neither of them based their claims 
upon such arguments as this protended defender 
of oppressed nationalities does. 

Thore is another very strange passage in his 
proclamation to'the Arabs, Tho Catholio Em- 
poror of France, who ona thousand occasions 
has called himself a loyal son of the church, 
who just now in his proclamation to the Euro- 
pean settlers of Algeria bad roferred to the 
planting of the cross os a sign of civilization 
and the symbol of peace and charity, claims 
allegiance from the Mabommedans because 
their ‘ Prophet says God gives power to whom- 

ever Ho willy” snd bo calls on them to 
‘acknowledge with tho Koran that what God 

iroots is well directed." ' 

No kuch langunge would over be warranted 
by the church to which tho Eimporor claims to 
belong. It is the samo spirit of Macchiavellism 
which rogarda the roligion of the subjects as 
well as their national rights as moans for self- 
aggrandizoment, but not for the triumph of a 
principle. 


ENGLISH OPINION ON LINCOLN 
AND JSOINSON, 

Tho manifestation of publio sympathy in 
England with the Amorioun people on the death 
of Prosidont Lincoln was somothing ao oxtra- 
ordinary and unprecedented in history that it 
could not fail to produce a profound impression 
upon Amoricans, espécial!y upon thoso who had 
an opportunity to witnoss it.

SOUTHERN LABOR. 

Tho South bas for four years been passing 
through tho fires of revolution, and now sits 
amid their ashes and ruins, Ficlds untilled; 
farmera without animals or seed; a million 
widows and orphans famishing in rags;_ whole 
pounties wherefrom at loast half the buildings 
haye been burned; the charred romuants of 
mills, factories and workshops almost every- 
whore; rivers without steamboats and railroads 
without~ bridges—auch is the Sonth to-day. 
And, when it is indisponsable, not to the pros- 
perity bat to the very existence of her people, 
that the Sonth shall for the present be ahive of 
Industry and production—every ond working 
with hoe and spade, or even with bare hands or 
a bit of shingle, to get something planted 
toward 8 crop this season, the ory is raised that 
Labor is ecarce at the South—that tho Poor 
Whites lack the habit of industry, while the 
Blacks identify freedom with idlencss—so 
that the more energetic planters talk, of sending 
North for German or other foreign-born laborers 
to help them in their urgent seed, 

This representation, we aro sure, does injus- 
tice to both classes of the Southern Poor. The 
rural Whites are not, indecd, habitunted to 
persistent, energotio Inbor. | Living on the 
wooded outskirts of great men’s plantations, 
bunting, fishing, with acow running st large, 
and apig ditto; often buying of negroes for 
& song products stolen from their master’s 
stores; making an odd $5 to $20 occasionally 
by tracking out and hunting down a fugitive 
slave, there are a good many ‘Whites at the 
South to whom steady daily labor does not seem 
natural, and who.wowld rather live by almost 
anything else. Tho Blacks, on the other hand, 
aro innred to lsbor, but are naturally fearful 
that thoy will be reduced again to bondage. 
Distrust is tho slave's first lesson; he is early 
tanght to regard the master race as hia enemies 
‘and oppressors, and ta put a sinister construc- 
tion on their every att and word. Sambo basa 
painfal recollection that ho was till yesterday a 
tlave; to-day, ho is free;, but bow is it as toto. 

morrow? Old Mussa admits (rather sulkily) 
that he is now free, the Yankee soldiers being st 
hand; but next Fall they willbe gone; and 
how shall/he be assured that Massa will thon 
pay him the wages he now promises? May ho 
not give him a aayage flogging instead, telling 
him to go back to his work and never speak of 
freedom and wages again or he will catch 
anothér and seyerer? Horein the negro argues 
rationally, logically from all the premises within 
his reach. He naturally says, ‘Better go 
bungry and ragged till the Main Question is set- 
tled: Ican but starve at the worst, and, if I 
must die, Iwill at least dio free.” Hence, we 
have widely differed from most of onr friends in 
preferring to close the Robellion by a treaty or 
capitulation, rather than by its unconditional 
overthrow; for itecemed to us of the highest 
consequence that the freedom of the Blacks 
should be placed under the guarantee of an ex- 
plicit compact to which representatives of their 
late midsters were subscribing parties.’ A largo 
majority, however, have thought otherwise; 
and their view has prevailed. 

Wo hear that many of the Blacks, thoroughly 
fistrnsting their old masters, place all confi- 
dence in the Yaukees who haye recently come 
among them, and will work for these on almost 
ony terms. We regret this; for, while many of 
these Yankees will justify that confidence, 
others will grossly abuso ft. New-England pro- 
duces many of the best specimens of the human 
race, and, along with these, some of the very 
meanest beings that ever stood on two legs— 
sunning, rapacious, hypocritical, eyer ready to 
skin a flint with a borrowed knife and make (for 
others) soup out of the peclings, This class 
soon become too well known at home—ran 
ont,” as the phrase is—when they wander all 
ovor tho earth, snuflling and swindling, to the 
{njory and shanio of the land that boro them 
and cast them out. Now let it be generally 
presumed by the ignorant Blacks of tho 
Gouth that a Yankee, because 8 Yankee, is 
necessarily their friend, and this unclean brood 
will oversprend the South like locusts, starting 
tchools and prayer-mectings, at every cross- 
roads, getting hold of abandoned or confiscated 
plantations and hiring Jborers right and loft, 
outting timber here, trying outtar and tur- 
pentine there, and growing corn, eotton, rice 
and sugar, which they will have cold at the 
earliest day and run away with the proceeds, 
leaving the negroes in raga and foodless, with 
‘Wiiter just ooming on, ‘‘ Trust thyself” is tho 
very first maxim to be impressed on the ignor- 
ent Blacks; take no man’s fair words as sub- 
stantial yerities, but, maist on being paid as 
you go. 

Cash Payment—so much for so much—we 
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foirs to make this tho touchstone of all pro- 
fasions. No one has a moral right to ask theab 
ragged, hungry boings to wait till the orop is 
sold for their pay. Yo do this is to share all tho 
risks of oultiyation; and why should thoy share 
tho risk who are not to share tho profit? They 
need overy penny they can earn—nood it as fast 
os they oan carn it—and it should be insisted 
that thoy be paid accordingly. 

Ho who proposes to work a plantation by froo 
labor should fill up a small store with Flour, 
Meal, Bacon, ‘Len, Coffeo, serviceable Fabrics, 
aud \hatovor clso is most neodod by his Invor- 
ors, provide himself with a moderato supply of 
Greonbaoks, and then say, ‘‘I want labor; I 
will pay so much por day for it; your money 
will bo ready at sundown, and tho store will 
open at that hour, I shall cop overything you 
need; but you aro at perfest liberty to trado 
clsewhore if you'think you can do so to"adyan- 
tage, At tho weok’s end, I shall grado you into 
throe olasses according to my judgment of your 
etlloienoy; if any are not satisfied with my esti- 
mate of their performance, they can of course try 
elsewhoro.” Practically, little money would be 
required—fur logs than to maintain weekly pay- 
ments; for every one would want food or oloth- 
ing quite as fast ns he could carn it, and of $100 
paid at sunset for labor, at least $90 would bo 
in the store-till next morning. And hoe who 
would thus pay each night a fair price in monoy 
for cach day’s work would never watt Iabor, 
White or Black. No one works in anothor’s field 
from the lovo of it: he works becanse he wants 
what the recomponse of his labor will buy for 
him; and you can make éven Indians work by 
paying cash down each night and keoping o 
store adapted to their wants. With Whites or 
Nogroos, thore is no difficulty whatever. Wo 
speak from long experience of Free Labor in

Ho who inherited a 
hundred nogroes might of course live easily 
from their labor; but, as between buying ficld- 
hands and hiring them, tho advantage is all on 
the side of tho hirer. Thoro are nota dozon 
factories or machine-shops in the North that 
could pay their way if the managers had to buy 
and pay for their workmen. 

—‘Bat how aro old planters to pay wages 
daily? They have lo money.” 

‘Then let them éell a part of their lands, Sell 
just enough to grow a orop with; then soll that 
crop to grow the next with, and soon. Sell 
patches of ground and cabins to the laborers 
you want to keep; soll to Yankeo sutlers, to 
any one who will pay, and learn the truth that 
the area cultivated is of little consequence— 
that the amount of your crop is detennined by 
tho capacity and labor employed in producing 
it. An English farmer insists that what men 
most need to know, yet don't know, is—How 
much land there is in an acre. He says nobody 
bas ever yet found out. We haye n't a shadow 
of donbt that if the plaritora of the South were 
univorsally to eell off half their Innds respeot- 
iyély ond apply tothe residue all the labor, 
skill, monagemont, fertilizers, &o., that they 
now bestow on the whole, thoy would produce 
more than they now do. We trust they will do 
this in time; but, since buyers aro few and shy, 
we would have thom sell this yoar just enough 
to pay the labor they require to grow a crop. 
Having that} they con do anything theroafter.

out so soon ag railroads can be repaired and 
businoss settle into the channels of pence. 
Mach of it mustéswait the swelling of the rivers 
with the rains of next November; but it can be 
sold for cash long before that.

Gov. Tenton bas returned to the Seoretary of 
Stato without bin approval the bil providing for the 
clotlug of Incorporated Ronks, ‘Tho Governor 
that It appeare by the last report from the Bank Depart- 
mont that the outstanding cireulution of-iocorporated 
banka, whose obartora bail oxpired, was on tho 30ib of 
Soptember, 1864, §2,818,701. Of theso banks all but 
ten would come within the provisions af the presont bill 
‘ani hence all Jiability for the efroulation issnod by them 
might bo extinguished in two years, oud the Zors thrown 
upon the community, ‘Thora being no penalty attached 
to tho olrculation of thesy not«s, and uo inducement for 
thoir return in the naturo of a oash deposit, the obyions 
interest of the banka would be to keep thein outatauding 
until the expiration of two yenrs, whon all farther 
Uability for thelr redemption wonld cengc.

Tho act anthorising tho constrac- 
tion of a tinnel ander Broadway Is also returned unap- 
proved. Tho principal objection to ¢his bili is that al- 
though especitied roate ia Lald down, there 18 no ro- 
avigement that the rood tuna nuthorized shall be specdl- 
ly chmpleted. Bot a controlling objection to the ap- 
proval of this bill Ia found in section four, whlch au- 
thorlzes tho transfer of State and olty property for the 
use of this company.

Sinyatar Action of the Mir ippi River. 
‘Tho following is &n account of the singular 
catastrophe which occurred ot Algiors, La, May %

ernment dockyard nnd that of Measrs. Vail & Connor, 
sank soddenly into the river, carrying with ft all the 
material on the surface.

Lito whict bas more disastrous roaulte than any othor 
Kind, and that If we suffer it to continuo i will work 
our ruly. Wo can ralso sheop as well aa foreigners, bat 
odo so ouly in part, for we mport fo wool, ant ite 
equivalent tn fabrios, one handrea millions of ponude, 
and Wo pay for It by ratsing grain and sonding it abroad 
Bt a cost equal to tho value of tbo wool, ‘This is an evil 
of ponstrous magnitude, Hore wo aro running plows 
toraiso omall grain to pay for wool, Tn duiug thie wo 
Gro oxbanuting our soll fu two ways: first, by tating 
avwey whiatovor giges it yaluo, and noxt, by having it 
in p condition to woat away fo Leary rains, 60 thet In a 
fow seara thousands of tlolds become 40 poor they will 
uot prodiice ten bushels of corn to the acre, Were 
sheop kept on thess olde Instead, tho soll to-day would 
‘Vo botter than in Its virgin tate, A slicep farmer told 
mo that the beaviest and best corn be ever raisod, oF 
ever eaw, ho himself raiscd on grass sod where shoep 
hud boot ranning a fow yeara, I know that graln goo 
to Europo fur othor purposes than to. pay for wool. 1 
ain writlog-about alicep, and want to stick to the aub- 
Ject, but Lmoy say, in passing, that wo ought vot to 
sond a bushel of grata to Europe, and Jf tho Europenus 
want to manufacture for us let thom coms over aud 
do it 

Tknow of Instances where mon started with gras 
farms whiot would not yield a quartor of a tun of hoy 
to thw acre, and whore all looked like desulation, but by 
Judicious management ta keoping sheop a fow years; 
they brought up the land 60 a8 to produce two tuns of 
Liny to tho coro; thore wero more barns, better housos, 
Uhore was frulé in abundance, grain grow well, and 
evorythiog bloomed, It is true that, for a man todo 
this, he must be determined and keop bis teeth closo 1o- 
gether, but unless We bave mon who can do this, the 
Ume willcome when on many farme thore will bono 
teotb, open or shat Fle 4s called @ benefactor who 
makes grasa grow; whnt stall bo sald of him, what of 
thoy, who advocate a policy Which results in grass not 
growing at allt rt 

Ifany 009 will advooate Importing wool with the 
facts bofore him, I wold like to bare a phrenologiet 
examine Lis heed. The English pouplo saw these thluga 
lung ogo, and it was becnuen thoy saw thom that thoy 
havo prospered sa groatly, for thon they not only laid 
the foandation of agrioaltural prosperity, bat also of 
their maanfactures, neltlier of whtob huro been excelled 
by any poople. In tho thirteenth century the Flou- 
Inga were much saperlor to the English Ju mannfao- 
toring wool, but Edward TIT fovited {ato tue kingdom 
fullers, dyors and weavers, whon an act was passed pro- 
bibitiog the wooring of any cloth mnde beyond the sea, 
apd also the export of Euglith wool. Clierlés IE, carry- 
ing out Croawell’s polley of waking England a first- 
clues power, encoaraged English manufuotares, and a 
low Was passed that all persons should be buried in woolen 
shrouds, which remained in force 130 sears. Wo do uot 
sbow much wisdom whon We advocate freo trade with 
avation whiot laid the foavdation of its power by stop- 
plug at nothing, not even at the borders of the grave. 

DECAY OF DOMESTIO MANUFACTURES. 

Twenty sears azo almost every farmer kept sheep, 
‘the majority had from ten to twenty; in every bunso 
Was o Wheel, and often a loom. Nothing was wore com 
mon than for farmers’ wives to take thelr fonr oF five 
quartor-wide .plain flannol to the storo. to tride for 
goods, ond in the stores yon would seo piles of this 
sleth. Evory Fall tho boys would tako at Iouat one roll 
tothe falling mull, whore It was wado into exceilont 
cloth, colored enuff, bios, black, or London-browu. 
Every woman and girl bad a dross which these country 
estabhsimenta finished, naully dyed wino-color, and I 
well remember how nicoly they were ironed. Now, in 
those smart, sclentific deys of ours, families find good 
uss for tho romains of this cloth; they ero glad when 
thes Sod thom, and are sorry thoy cannot find more. It 
is hand to tell what would be dono were it not for 
strips of flannel shirts to bind around tho old man‘ 
rhentatto limbs, or to make bandzges for those troubled 
with pain fo thoside or with went backs. Alas, noth- 
ing Wut remaaots of that age of domestio industry ro- 
main. Fwmilles have cot been so destitute of even 
pidces of flavnal since the time of oar Savior as they aro 
to-day, 

‘Tho reason for this ‘a, cotton goods became eo cheap 
it did not pay to work ap wool ‘With a pound of wool 
they conld got three yards of strong cotton cloth. For 
one dollar 6 man could got twelve yards, enongh for four 
shirts ora pair ofsbecta, A common Inboring man for 
‘work's work, could get a whole plece of factory, as 
hoary ds bo wented to carry home. Now I boar the 
wish that thoze days may rotarn. Nerer, young man, 
will you nce thom sgain; neror nosd you look for a con- 
dition of tings in this country when a class of poople 
‘will raise cotton for thelr bo&rd and clothes, and that you 
ave cloth for elght ovate a yard. Whon people quit 
keeplug ebeop, they did not realize that they did ao bo: 
causo some millions of people were raislug cotton for 
Just enongh to keep thelr aouls {a tholr bodlea, It was 
thought marvelous that ono could got tho cloth for a 
shirt thut would reach bolow his knocs for twenty-five 
‘ceota, but then marvel ocases when wo fod that tle mon 
who did most of tha work got no pay. » Thora ts no plau 
abead of this to get goods cheap, excopt one, that isto 
steal thom, for then nobody gots pay, Howover, If 
everybody steals, nobody will work, and tho business 
cowesto mn end for want of anything to atoal Ina 
similar mapnor, this othor buslnoes of produoing oloth ut 
cigbtcentsayard huscomoto an end. We all know 
tho end has boon sigvificant and Vlooiy. Evil doing 
can bave no other ending. Homo fell beoxuso she ut- 
tempted to make other people support her; hor solomo 
was, work without pay. Woe have boen saved becsuso 
wo would not repeat biatory.  * | 

FUTOLE COST OF CLOTULXO. 

Oor case is here: ifmen and women work for ma ve | 
niust pay. Waosn ran wo society, howover skillfully 
yo may construct it, and avoid paying. That waa a 
most injurious oontrivando of gettiug cloth for oight 
ceutan yard. We thought we did it. Wo did nothiog 
ofthe kind. Wo have got to pay fall oost and good big 
interest added. We havo got to pay 40 or 50 conte 
more'on every yard—pay to tho last dollar, to tho last 
cont, to the lust mii}.

A farm is 
soareely a farm where they are not eon. Children aro 
delighted with the lambs, and love to bring ap pete. 
“Mary had. littlelamb.” So valuable are ehcep_on a 
farm that one conld give away the wool or the inorease 
and set find them more profitable than any othor stock. 
When the flooks are large, and many aro wethers, (hey 
wil/apponily double Jr. galao; where smal), and aiostly 
ewes, thoy will do mach more. Whore a furm is large 
and there is muoh foddor, a fow cheap aro ax ensily kopt 
80 many hous. The profits on ton sheep greatly ex. 
cend tho proportionats profitw on larpe flocks. Perhopa 
the highest number which is most profitable dees uot 
exceed twenty, Muoh depends on tho kind. When 
using the word sheep, I méan Amerioan Moriuos, not 
the large kidd, Known av muttén abecp,

Thore ts «frank aud manly 
directocss {n your colamns whtoh I admire, aod thoro- 
fore T now mako an appeal to yunr gonorosity to admit 
this communteation Into the eulamna of Tae Tupuxn 
Sarely, thera eaa bo no longer any existing roagon why 
Northern papors shonld desire to stsin and stab tho 
reputation of Southern men; and I supposo the Press 
will be mnzsfed no longer, and a difference of opinion 
no longer bo regarded on treason. 

‘Tho search of a good man ie for truth. To ect that 
before tho peoplo of the United States Is tho work In 
Whioh L ask your asalatancs and that of all who hate 
‘unjust perscontion, 

Z bave beon attacked often In Northorn Journals with- 
in tho Inst (oar yoars, but heretofore baye attempted no 
ropls. To defor longer, howevor, If the avenues to tho 
publio car aro openod to me, would argue a contompt 
for pnbllo sentimont ‘on my part which I do not feel, 
and silence might be construed into an adimission of the 
Justoess of tho attacka, 

Last Summer, when my name woa unnecessarily 
drawn joto m correspondence between yourself and 
some of my fiends at Niogara Falls, Ths New York 
Times began a rogulor charge upon me for *thieving” 
while Sccrotary of the Interior, using the opithet '* Mr. 
Buchanan's thieving Scoretary," and others of the samo 
purport, The Herald afterward Indulgod in the same 
Kiid of expressions, What was tho transaction by 
whioh theso expreasions are sought to bo justified ?

An editorial appeared in The NW. ¥, Herald, evidently 
suggested by Gen. Dix, In which tho impression ta songbt 
tobe mado that I was in some way conneoted with the 
hotel burning {a Now-York.

By them, we learn that the Constita- 
tion of tho United Stutes Js a compact between 
rovereign States, each Stato acting for itaclf and 
aon (utegral patty. The powers granted were merely 
delegated powers, to be exoroised by a common agonoy 
for tho comon welfare. ‘Vo avold tutaro misunderstand. 
ings, three of the States, in their artigles of ratifcation, 
expressly reserved tho right to reaume tho powors delo- 
gated whenever they believed .thoy were not ned for 
thoir advantage.
